OCEAN AND LAKE RATES. 


An impressive argument in favor of the 
Great Lakes-St. 
Lawrence 
seaway is ad­ 
vanced by the Great Lakes-St. Lawrence 
Tidewater association, says the Kansas City 
Journal. 
It points out that grain rates on 
the Great Lakes have been higher this sea­ 
son than during the preceding two years. 
- 
If the seaway was in existence it would 
bring the ocean vessels into the lakes, mak­ 
ing lake ports virtually ocean ports and 
bringing the Atlantic 
considerably more 
than 1,000 miles nearer the shipper. 
The ocean grain rate of 4 cents per 
bushel for 3,000 miles provide competition 
for lake vessels that would result in radical 
reductions on traffic not destined for ex­ 
port— and, of course, on export cargoes as 
well. 
From the opening of navigation up to 
the present time charters from the head of 
the lakes to Buffalo have been made at 5 
to 6 cents. 
The prevailing rate in two pre­ 
ceding years was 2 cents or less. 
* The 2-cent rate is considered below nor­ 
mal. 
It is profitable only for the largest 
carriers. 
A 6-cent rate, on the other hand, 
if maintained for any length of time, is 
~&icrmously profitable. 
Ocean rates are around 4 cents a bushel. 
The latest quotations from New York and 
Baltimore to British ports are 3 5-8 to 5 1-8 
cents a bushel. 
From ^Montreal the rates are 5 1-4 to 
5 7-8. 
Incidentally the rate from the Gulf* 
ports to Great Britain— 1,500 miles further 
■-—is 4 3-8 to 5-7-8. 
The grain rate from Buffalo to Montreal 
is quoted at 7 1-2 cents. 
From the head of the lakes to Lake Erie, 
1,000 miles, the rate is 5 or 6 cents; from 
Lake Erie to Montreal by water, 350 miles, 
7 to 7-1-2 cents; from Atlantic ports to 
British ports, 3,000 miles, 4 to 5 cents. 
Under existing conditions the extension 
of the lake voyage to Montreal instead of 
the transfer to the small uneconomical St. 
Lawrence carrier would be worth about 5 
cents a bushel to the shipper. 
Under existing conditions the ocean ves­ 
sel, which will carry grain 3,000 miles for 
4 cents a bushel, would, if it came into the 
lakes, have to meet a rate of 5 cents a 
bushel for 1,000 miles. 
Under such circumstances, would ocean­ 
going vessels come up the lakes? 
They 
certainly would.

THE ALASKAN MUDDLE. 
From the Cleveland Plain Dealer. 
Judging from the row the president en­ 
countered when he entered Alaska he made 
a mistake when he chose the far away ter­ 
ritory for his vacation. 
Instead of getting 
away from politics as he had hoped, he has 
apparently walked in on a political, per­ 
sonal and financial quarrel from which he 
san scarcely escape. 
From the point of 
view of the president’s own pleasure the 
reopening of this quarrel is most unfortun­ 
ate but in the end it may prove best. 
The 
hearings that Secretaries Work and Hoover 
ire planning to hold should give to the gov­ 
ernment first-hand information that might 
ie unavoidable in any other way, and may 
ead to government action in the interest of 
preserving its interest in the territory be­ 
fore it is too late. 
Two groups are neces­ 
sarily involved in such an enterprise as the 
government railway which seems to be the 
:hief cause of the quarrel. 
On the one 
land is the desire of the government itself 
o promote commercial and industrial ac- 
ivity in the territory that the nation as a 
vhole may benefit from 
its 
development 
tnd have the use of its rich resources. On 
he other is to be found the selfish indi­ 
vidual interests which seek to exploit the 
ailroad and the entire territory which it 
erves for their own financial gain. Too of- 
p.n in the past when new territories were in 


the process ot development the public in­ 
terest was sacrificed. 
American history is’ 
all too full of instances in which few far­ 
sighted promoters have been permitted to 
take the cream of the nation’s resources for 
themselves. 
If the president has arrived 
in Alaska in time to prevent a repetition of 
such public exploitation his trip will have 
been well worth while. 


BROADCASTING MUSIC. 


From the Springfield (Mass.) Republican. 
Does the broadcasting of music hurt at­ 
tendance at concerts? 
The assumption has 
frequently been made that it does, and in 
consequence there has been a lively con­ 
troversy as to whether musicians should 
permit their performances to be sent by 
radio. 
But Musical America, which has 
been making a country-wide investigation 
of the matter, is unable to find evidence of 
such a harmful effect. 
The general bal­ 
ance of opinion in different parts of the 
country, indeed, is that the radio is exert­ 
ing a beneficial influence upon the concert 
business; that it is stimulating interest in 
music and tending to enlarge rather than 
decrease the future army of concert goers. 
The system has developed so rap­ 
idly, and has consumed music in such enor­ 
mous quantities, that it has been practically 
impossible for most stations, as their man­ 
agers freely admit, to keep up to a very uni­ 
form high standard; at times in order to 
make out a program they have had to take 
what they could 
get. 
But 
undoubtedly 
there will be a steady improvement, and it 
is hopeful that at so many stations appre­ 
ciation is shown of the importance of giv­ 
ing good music performed in a way to com­ 
mand respect. 
Such performances are cal­ 
culated to make many people desire to see 
and hear at close range the musicians who 
have been giving 
them 
pleasure, and it 
seems not impossible 
that 
one 
result of 
radio may be to increase the demand for 
intimate concerts on not too large a scale. 
Music in the last century, and even in the 
last half century, has been much affected, 
and not wholly for the better, by the fash­ 
ion of performing to vast audiences in large 
halls, conditions 
calling 
for loud voices, 
strident instruments and some sacrifice of 
their beauties of tone and style. 
Such a 
development 
was 
essentially a primitive 
kind of broadcasting by sheer sonority.

Two steel 
airplane hangers 
for 
housing the eight planes, 
a

equipped machine shop, and other 
equipment, all totaling $200,00, will 
be supplied by the United States gov­ 
ernment,

Raupp. 
The Missouri air service unit at 
St. Louis will be a modern airfieet, 
General Raupp declared, and will be 
composed of an observation 
squad­ 
ron, an aerial photo section, a mili­ 
tary intelligence bureau, and a medi­ 
cal department. 
The observation squadron will be 
composed of a total of 90 enlisted 
men, and will de divided into the fol­ 
lowing departments, he said: Head­ 
quarters department, IO men; sup­ 
ply department, 4 men; transporta­ 
tion, IO men; engineering, 2 
men; 
mechanics, armament department, 6 
men; communication department, 8 
radio men; and two flight squadrons, 
4 planes each, 30 men, pilots, observ­ 
ers mechanics, etc.

PARIS,

24.—The 
divorce 
granted yesterday 
to Irene

Treman, the dancer, from Captain 
Robert E. Treman of Ithaca, N. Y.f 
appears to have been arranged by 
mutual consent on the ground that 
he refused to observe the marital 
relations and upon her application. 
Such a method is usual in French 
procedure which allows divorce 
by 
reciprocal consent, unlike American 
law. 
Under French practice, it is 
recognized to be entirely correct for 
the husband and wife to determine 
upon a divorce when the only solu­ 
tion of their domestic difficulty ap­ 
pears to them to be a dissolution of 
their marriage. 
In such cases the judge gives the 
applicants a cerAin period of time 
within which to reconcile their dif­ 
ferences. If when that period elapses 
they remain unreconciled, the decree 
is granted if other conditions are 
fulfilled. 
Inquiries among American 
law­ 
yers in Paris indicate that Ameri­ 
cans have more difficulty in getting 
divorces here than would be 
sup­ 
per - ! from the number granted. One 
third of the judges being Catholics, 
disapprove of divorce upon religious 
grounds; another third is described 
as regarding with disfavor applica­ 
tions of foreigners for divorce, and 
the remaining third 
of the bench, 
look upon the m atter with Indiffer­ 
ence.

Louis 
attorney, 
who is said to have served through 
the 
Spanish-American 
war 
with 
Seward, took an interest in the case 
and late Saturday 
afternoon 
filed 
with the supreme court a petition of 
haveas corpus In an effort to have 
the case reviewed by the court The 
petition was denied by the court to­ 
day. 
Mrs. Seward and her three children 
made a pathetic picture in the gov­ 
ernor's office here 
this 
afternoon, 
where they were waiting to see the 
executive In an effort to save Sew­ 
ard’s life. 
Up to 2:30 o’clock the 
governor had not been seen. Gover­

MOUNT VERNON, July 24.—“To 
every death from 
tuberculosis 
in 
the State of Missouri there are ten 
cases of the disease. 
There were 
3,000 deaths in the state last year 
from approximately 
30,000 
cases,” 
were the startling statistics reveal­ 
ed to students of the class of spec­ 
ial correspondence of the School of 
Journalism which 
recently 
visited 
the State Tuberculosis Sanitarium. 
Thoroughly modern in equipment 
and buildings 
valued 
at $554,864, 
w’ith excellent facilities for caring 
for tuberculars, the institution 
is 
giving treatment 
to 190 
patients. 
Treating only incipient cases, dur­ 
ing the last biennial period 448 pa­ 
tients were discharged, 108 being ar­ 
rested cases, 118 
improved cases, 
203 unimproved, and 18 died. 
Pa­ 
tients are kept in the hospital on an 
average of six and one half months. 
Although the sanitoria I is only 
intended to care for incipient cases, 
sometimes patients having the dis­ 
ease In an advanced stage are ad­ 
mitted to tho institution 
if they 
have no place else to ro or have no 
one to care for them . 
Tho sanitorium at Mount Vernon 
is the only Institution of its kind 
maintained by the State. 
While its 
work is very efficient in aiding tu­ 
berculars, it is greatly hampered be­ 
cause of a lack of more institutions 
of Its kind in the state. 
“The greatest menace we have in 
the state of Missouri in checking 
the spread of tuberculosis is the ab­ 
sence of hospitals for the care of ne­ 
groes and for the care of chronic 
cases,” according to Dr. George P. 
Ard, medical supervisor of state hos­ 
pitals. 
“Tuberculosis is four times 
more prevalent with negroes 
than 
with the whites, and yet we have 
no institution in the state in which 
they can be treated. Approximately 
five per cent of the negroes of the 
state are diseased with tuberculosis, 
and the death rate among them is 
3.9 per cent which 
is 
somewhat 
higher than the death rate among 
the whites,” ho continued, he at­ 
tributed to the fact that the majority 
of negroes are employed in house­ 
hold a n ’, domestic service, and to 
the nature of their home life. “Be­ 
ing engaged In such 
occupations 
makes it more easy for them 
to 
contract and spread 
the disease,” 
he said. 
In the institution at Mount Ver­ 
non, the patients are housed in elev­ 
en, well ventilated, modern 
build­ 
ings. 
Given a quiet, peaceful beau­ 
tiful place In which t > live, plenty 
of rest, and the best of food, it is 
an ideal place for the care of tuber­ 
culars. 
In separate wards men and women 
are housed while In another building 
thirty children from the ages of six 
to sixteen years old 
are 
treated. 
The expense of this institution 
is 
proportionately much more than in 
other institutions for all cf the work 
is done by hired help. 
In other in­ 
stitutions many of the patients ald 
in the w'ork. 
For the children, during the fall 
and winter months, a regular school 
course is maintained so that they 
can continue their education without 
any loss of time. 
Recently a new ward for the chil­ 
dren has been completed as well as 
a new’ hospital ward and new wings 
to other buildings. 
It is estimated 
that three more buildings upon the 
grounds will complete the hospital. 
The I -.titution is 
located 
upon 
227 acres of land, some of which is 
under cultivation. 
A herd of thirty- 
one prize registered Holstein cattle 
is maintained to furnish the 
milk 
supply for the institution, but other 
produce 
is 
purchased 
elsewhere. 
Ninety dozen eggs 
are 
purchased 
daily for consumption by the pa­ 
tients . 
The institution Is under the super 
vision of the Central Board of Con­ 
trol which has charge of the

WHEAT-FED HOGS 
GAIN RAPIDLY 


Bv Associated Pre®* 
KANSAS CITY, Mo., July 24.—At 
present prices, wheat could be advan­ 
tageously fed to hogs instead of corn, 
according to reports from the state 
schools of agriculture 
of 
Missouri 
and Kansas, made public today. With 
corn worth 85 cents o bushel, wheat 
in wrorth $1JL1, when fed to hogs, L. 
A. Weaver, head 
of 
the 
Missouri 
Agricultural experiment station said. 
“The Missouri experiment station 
has 
conducted 
two, trials 
wrhere 
ground wheat was compared 
with 
ground corn,” Mr. Weaver said. “A 
summary of the two years’ results 
show that the hogs fed wheat made 
more rapid gains than did the hogs 
fed corn. It arao required less grain 
to make gain. 
“The wheat-fed hogs gained on an 
average of 1.25 pounds a day for 120 
days, while the hogs fed corn gained 
only one 
pound 
daily. 
Each 
483 
pounds of wheat fed produced IOO 
pounds of pork, as compared with 582 
ounds of corn. 
“In other words, wheat produced 
gains 25 per cent faster and required 
one pound less grain for each pound 
of pork produced.

JAMES, Mo., July 21.—William 
Joseph Cline, 80 years old, a former 
resident of Sedalia is enjoying life 
in his old age at the Federal Soldiers 
Home. Mr. Cline w*as born and rear­ 
ed in Morgan county and spent a 
great part of his life at Versailles, 
but resided in Sedalia for about a 
year. 
Mr. Cline served during the Civil 
W ar in the 29th Missouri Infantry 
under General Sherman. 
He 
was 
active in the Atlantic Campaign and 
on the march to the sea suffered a 
bullet wound in his side. 
He was 
in a hospital for about four months 
and later saw service near Chattan­ 
ooga. 
In speaking of life at the Federal 
Soldiers Home, Mr. Cline said, “I 
like it fine here. 
Everyone is agree­ 
able and friendly. 
I was too old to 
work and my wife was in ill health 
so w’e came down here two years 
ago on a sort of vacation. Later we 
returned to Versailles and soon after­ 
ward my wife died of tuberculosis. 
I liked it so well here in the home 
that I returned to spend the rest of 
my days. 
We get fine food here and 
good lodging .and we old boys here 
have a great deal in common and 
have some fine times.” 
Mr. Cline is the father-in-law of F. 
M. Hatfield, East Fourteenth street, 
Sedalia. 
The Federal Soldiers Home is now 
the abode of 290 men and women. 
There are 128 government men, 17 
State militiamen, and 119 wdves and 
widows of war veterans. 
Among the 
men are veterans of 
Indian Wars, 
Civil War, Spanish American War, 
Mexican War, and one veteran of the 
W orld War. 
The Government pays 
for the maintenance of pensioners of 
its army while the State pays for the 
m aintenance of veteran stAte militia­ 
men. 
The government provides $30 
a month per capita for 
its 
charge 
while the State legislature at its last 
session appropriated $139,673 for its 
share of maintenance. 
Located upon a beautiful tract of 
land just outside of St. Jam es, the 
Federal Home provides 
an 
ideal 
place for w*ar veterans w'ho are two 
old to work, or are disabled, to spend 
their days. 
They are not permitted 
to w'ork. 
They have regular hours, 
sleeping, 
eating,

~ 4©he compared the glories of the 
ancient w’orld, to the w'onders of 
modern times, which have brought 
happiness, comfort and pleasure and 
made life easier to tho greater part 
of humanity. 
She spoke of the importance the 
editor of the new spaper plays in deal­ 
ing wdth the modern problems and 
the crying need of editors who will 
tell the truth regardless of their opin­ 
ion of the subject, and who are above 
bribery.

This is a practical program and eventually 
will make working women the arbiters of 
their fate, rather than the objects of well­ 
meant but frequently misguided efforts to 
better conditions for them.

Raymond Brandt, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Jacob Brandt of 808 W est Sixth 
street, 
who 
returned 
W ednesday 
from three and one-half years spent 
abroad, had some very interesting ex­ 
periences while there, and particu­ 
larly during the time he spent in Rus­ 
sia as district superintendent for the 
American Relief Administration. 
Mr. Brandt, who was awarded the 
Rhodes scholarship, 
established by 
John Cecil Rhodes in his will, at Ox­ 
ford University, for students from 
the British Isles 
and 
the 
United 
States, granted from the university 
last June. His degree was conferred 
in absence, however, as he was at 
that time holding the position in 
Russia, as mentioned above. He will 
receive his A. M. degree from Ox­ 
ford in three years, and while, he 
states, it is possible that ho will re­ 
turn there at that time, it also may 
be conferred in absence. 
Outside of the time spent in Ox­ 
ford Mr. Brandt spent three months 
in 
Vienna, 
and 
ten 
months 
in 
Vitebsk, Russia, which is a city not 
far from the Polish border. 
Russia, he stated, at that time, was 
divided into eighteen districts by the 
American 
Relief 
Administration, 
each district being under the super­ 
vision of the district superintendent, 
who had two assistants. 
It was the 
duty of these superintendents to su­ 
pervise the handling of food in the 
large warehouses where it was stor­ 
ed, and to hand out provisions as 
they deemed proper. 
In the particular district where he 
was stationed, Mr. Brandt stated, the 
famine that existed in many other 
districts was not felt so keenly. 
It 
was his duty to supervise feeding the 
children under the age of fourteen 
years, and while he stated living con­ 
ditions were terrible, the people were 
hard up, housing 
conditions 
were 
poor, and the death rat8 was high, 
nevertheless conditions were much 
better than they had been a short 
time previous, when the people had 
been eating roots and horbs. -This 
was a flax raising country, he stated, 
which made the people partly self- 
supporting. 
Mr. Brandt praised highly the part 
taken by the Americans, whose gen­ 
erosity 
made 
possible 
this relief 
work. 
He spoke of the Food Remit­ 
tances 
the 
food 
handled for the 
“Joint D istribution’* and 
the many 
large collections taken up. as well as 
donations of large amounts made by 
Individuals, all of which made life a 
little easier 
and 
happier 
for 
the 
stricken people. 
It might be some 
satisfaction, ho stated, to tim peo­ 
ple of this country to know* that their 
donations did reach the destination 
towards which it was directed, and 


there were systematically distribut­ 
ed. 
The majority of the people, Mr. 
Erandt stated, are of the Hebrew na­ 
tionality, and he prizes as one of his 
most 
precious 
gifts 
a handsome 
prayer book, presented by a Jewish 
resident of that 
place, 
printed in 
Latin and French. 
Enroute home Mr. Brandt w*as for­ 
tunate in having as a companion on 
the boat an American who had been 
his assistant while in Russia. 
After some time spent at home 
with his parents, Mr. Brandt will en­ 
gage in newspaper work, as he had 
been a member of the news staff of 
the St. Louis Post-Dispatch prior to 
his entry to Oxford.

W hen frothy add gradually 
a cup of cream, stir until smooth 
and at the boiling point, then set 
over hot w ater and heat in the sauce 
I cup of chicken, cut in cubes, and 
half a cup of cold cooked potatoes, 
also cut in cubes. 
Turnip, 
carrot, 
peas, or asparagus tips may be sub­ 
stituted for the potatoes.

MOUNTAIN GROVE,July 27.—In 


strumental in the develoment of the 
millions of acres of Sqthwest Mis 
souri in a great fruit bearing re 
gion is the work being ccomplished 
at the State Fruit Expriment Sta 
tion here. 
Industry in the hills d Missouri Is 
changing rapidly and farriers are be­ 
ing educated to the nal value of 
their land. Through exieriments be 
ing tried on 180 acres o land similar 
to millions of acres 
cf 
like 
land 
which is at the presell time unpro­ 
ductive, farmers are bdng informed 
relative to the crops witch are most 
adaptive to their 
sol. 
Diversified 
farming, recently inaugurated in the 
district Is 
practiced 
extensively. 
Fields and hillsides in the past pro­ 
ducing meager crops tf wheat and 
corn are now being cinverted into 
orchards and vineyards 
Under 
the 
direction: 
of 
F. 
W. 
Faurot, the experiment station now 
has under cultivation 550 varieties 
of apples, 40 varieties of peaches and 
plums. 50 varieties of pears, 35 var­ 
ieties of cherries, 40 varieties of ber­ 
ries, and 180 varieties of grapes. 
As results ar© obtained from the 
experiments, information relative to 
them is given the farmers by public 
lectures and demonstrations and the 
Issuing of bulletins. 
The State Experiment Station, in 
existence for 28 years has only re­ 
cently become of great value to the 
farmer for in previous years it has 
been given comparatively little at­ 
tention by the State. 
According to reports from the Sta­ 
tion there are wonderfu possibilities 
for a prosperous fruit producing re­ 
gion 
in 
Southwest 
Missouri. 
The 
country is adapted to fruit raising 
and farmers are rapidly turning their 
attention to this Industry. 
The cli­ 


matic conditions of the section are 
ideal for fruit raising, particularly 
grape raising. 
Recent statistics made public by 
the agriculturists of the Frisco rail* 
road will give an incite into the pos­ 
sibilities of this region. It is estim at­ 
ed that $30,000 in agricultural pro­ 
ducts will be shipped from the Moun­ 
tain Grove section alone this year, 
while $4,000,000 in apples and $3,000,- 
000 in tomatoes 
will 
be 
shipped. 
Strawberries amounting to $1,000,000 
have already been shipped and a like 
figure will apply to raspberries and 
blackberries. 
There are from five to eight thous­ 
and acres planted in 
berries. 
Mr. 
Faurot predicts that within the next 
ten years there will be from thirty to 
fortty 
thousand 
acres 
in 
berries. 
“There are now 3,000 acres of grapes 
under cultivation, and there are 30,- 
000 additional acres adaptable to the 
production of this fruit,” he said. 
Southwest Missouri, Mr. Faurot be­ 
lieves will eventually become one of 
the greatest fruit producing regions 
of the United States and the France 
of America relative to grapes.

POSTAL SYSTEM IS 
ON A PAYING BASIS 


WASHINGTON, 
July 
27.—The 
postal system of the nation is on a 
self-supporting basis for 
the 
first 
time in 
history, 
officials 
of 
the 
Treasury say. 
Postmaster 
General 
New, effecting far-reaching 
econo­ 
mies, has assured Budget Director 
Lord that the postoffice department 
will show a surplus at the end of 
the present fiscal year. 
Treasury officials marked this as 
a signal achievement, as postal busi­ 
ness in previous years has been run 
at a heavy annual deficit. 
The defi­ 
cit last year was $32,000,000. 
The 
preceding year the deficit was $60,- 
000,000. The first month of the new 
fiscal year is nearing its close, with 
postal finances on the right side of 
the ledger. 
In the same period last 
year the postoffice department 
had 
already run up a deficit of $12,000,- 
000. 
Enormous savings will 
be made 
this year by the postmaster gener­ 
al’s policy of enforcing careful scru­ 
tiny of all contracts let by the de­ 
partment. This phase of the Govern 
ment’s work will be standardized 
and practically every postoffice in 
the country will contribute its share 
to the savings. 
An important factor also in reduc­ 
ing the expenses of the postal es­ 
tablishment Is the general increase 
in postal business.

By the Associated Press, 
r . BERLIN, July 27—One of the most 
menacing effects of the collapse of 
" the mark is asserting itself in the 
growing derangement of the food sit 
uation in Greater Berlin.

stocks, the withdrawal of available 
stores, and price juggling by mer 
. chants who are seeking to protest 
.L themselves against the complete ex­ 
tinction of the mark as currency and 
their resultant inability to procure 
fresh stocks. 
Tea, coffee, rice and other products 
of the tropics are already disappear­ 
ing from the markets and there is 
a3so a pronounced shortage of pota­ 
toes, due to the belated harvest and 
the fact that the 
government 
has 
been sending heavy shipments of the 
tubers Into £he Ruhr and the Rhine­ 
land. 
These conditions have result­ 
ed in housewives and their maids 
scheming to procure food through ir­ 
regular channels.

ment has the-power to require the 
use of recording speeometers. 
Drivers’ licenses, under the new 
Swedish law, shall be issued only to 
persons who can pass the eye and 
ear tests prescribed by doctors. Each 
application must also be accompani­ 
ed by a testimonial signed by a local 
motor traffic inspector to the effect 
that the applicant is known to be of 
sober habits and of orderly conduct. 
Each license issued must contain the 
photograph of the holder. 
Inspectors of motor traffic are to 
be appointed 
for

province. 
They must qualify for the position 
either by graduating from a techni­ 
cal school or by otherwise showing 
that their experience has given them 
expert knowledge.

LITTLE OF SEIZED 
BOOZE GENUINE 


By th© Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 27.—One per 
cent of 80,000 samples of liquor seiz­ 
ed by prohibition agents during the 
last fiscal year and analyzed in Gov­ 
ernm ent laboratories was 
genuine, 
Prohibition Commissioner 
JIaynes 
announced, reiterating that adultera­ 
tion of bootleg liquor was leading to 
serious physical consequences. 
Haynes said the four sources of 
bootleg liquor were moonshine 
re­ 
distilled denatured 
alcohol, 
smug­ 
gled goods and liquor illegally with­ 
drawn from bonded warehouses. 
Drinking of moonshine liquor, he 
quoted J. M. Doran, head of the Gov­ 
ernm ent laboratories, as saying, may 
not directly cause death, but its tox­ 
ins are cumulative 
and 
result in 
death if indulged in for a protracted 
period. 
Redistillation of denatured alcohol 
Doran said, fails to remove the in­ 
herent poisons—wood alcohol, ben­ 
zol, ether and other deleterious m at­ 
ters being retained in the beverage. 
It is impossible to detect the pres­ 
ence of wood alcohol without a chem­ 
ical analysis and three ounces have 
caused death.

God 
that saved 
Daniel will save me.” 
This state­ 
ment was followed by a laugh. 
Sease, charged 
with having shot 
Davidson from ambush following a 
quarrel, was found guilty after wit­ 
nesses testified that he had borrowed 
a shotgun from a neighbor saying he 
wanted to “kill Davidson,” and that 
he returned it later with the com­ 
ment that he had killed the man. 
Sease, during the first year in the 
penitentiary, shunned all spiritual 
aid, but, according to penitentiary 
authorities, was 
converted 
several 
months ago and since that time read 
the Bible daily. 
On March 12, what was described 
by prison officials as an apparent at 
tempt by Sease to make a break for 
liberty 
was 
frustrated 
when 
a 
“trusty” was discovered attem pting 
to smuggle 
a pistol, 
shells 
and 
cayenne pepper into the penitentiary. 
The trusty is said to have confessed 
that he was paid $50 to smuggle the 
weapon into the prison and Sease is 
said to have admitted that he had 
knowledge of the plot.
